A signed pedigree application for unborn calves should be furnished with bred fe- 
males, showing names and record numbers of sire and dam, as well as service 
date. 


7. Shipment will be made as soon as possible after the close of the sale, but at 
purchaser's risk of loss or injury after animal is bid off. Where cattle are sold 
at private treaty the above terms should apply as well as for sale at auction.
